Claims 1-32 are pending in the appUcation, with claims 1, 8, 15 
independent. Claims 1-14 and 29-30 have been rejected as being unpatektabh 
(U.S. Patent PubUcation No. 2001/0055384) in view of Kota (U.S. Patent 
2002/0044782). Claims 15-28, 31 and 32 have been rejected as being ur|patentabl( 
Yamazaki in view of Kota and Yamanaka (U.S. Patent No. 6,304,309).

Claim 1 recites a light emitting device that includes a first pixe.

arrangement in which the light emitting elements of the first pixels emit 
the substrate in a direction fi-om a back of the substrate to the surface of 
light emitting elements of the second pixels emit hght from the back 
direction firom the surface of the substrate to the back of the substrate. 

Yamazaki shows a light emitting element that emits light firom th 
in Fig. 22 and a hght emitting element that emits light firom the fi:ont 
However, Yamazaki never describes or suggests including both light 
single substrate. 

Kota also fails to describe or suggest including Hght emitting 
opposite directions over a common substrate. Nor does Kota provide an; 
combining the light emitting elements of Yamazaki's Figs. 22 and 24 to 
common substrate. 

Accordingly, for at least these reasons, the rejection of claims 1 
withdrawn.

Recognizing that Yamazaki does not describe or suggest a driver i 
portions, the rejection reUes on Fig. 4 of Kota as showing a driver circuit 



circuit between pixel

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portion la and a pixel portion lb. However, as is clear from Fig. 4 of Kota, the row driving 
circuit 3 is not located between the pixel portions la and lb. Rather, Fig. 4 shows a traditional 
arrangement in which the row driving circuit 3 is positioned next to a pi?:el array that includes 
first and second pixel portions la and lb that are adjacent to one another. The row driving 
circuit 3 is in no way between the pixel portions la and lb. 

Li the advisory action, the Examiner responds to this argument 
It is noted that the driver circuit 3 may be next to first and second 



As suci 
can be construed as "between first and second pixel portions" in 
herein.

In response, applicant notes that Kota provides no indication that the driver circuit 3 extends 
between the first and second pixel portions la and lb and that the Examiner's "broad 
interpretation" is not a reasonable interpretation since it ignores the well |understood definition of 
"between." 

Accordingly, for at least these additional reasons, the rejection ofl claims 1-14 and 29-30 
should be withdrawn.
